Our Man In Washington 


Respite From 
Politics

WASHINGTON — Political 


reporters are, believe it or not, 
human. Often our minds become 
so jaded with things political 
that we must get away from 
politics and dwell on other 
matters, even if only briefly. So 
it is that we seek out friends and 
acquaintances to whom politics 
is foreign and find relief in 
talking about chess, or foreign 
lands, or even crabgrass. 


But Washington, D.C. is the 


most political place in the world, 
and it is difficult at best to 
escape 
politics. 
Political 


reporters are flooded daily with 
hundreds of political releases, 
they receive political books, 
invitations to political lun- 
cheons, receptions and parties. 


Always, there is one crisis or 


another to be discussed at these 
gatherings. All about us is 
politics, even intruding upon our 
dreams at night — so that we all, 
at times, curse the political 
civilization and think of that 
South Sea island where there is 
peace, soft music and beautiful 
natives. 


Such were my own thoughts 


while poking through the office 
files the other day, trying to find 
something appropriate for a 
Fourth of July column. I didn't 
find anything on the subject that 
I cared to write. But I did find 
some 
excerpts 
from 


"Desiderata" (Desire) by Max 
Ehrmann which I had put away 
long ago, for what reason I could 
not recall 


BUT 
DURING 
this 
In- 


dependence Day period when 
everything in the world, and 
particularly here in the USA, 
seems to be going wrong, 
reading Ehrmann's words sort 
of puts things in better per- 
spective and makes one feel 
better. I want to pass on those 
words to those who might 
perchance read this column- 


"Go placidly amid the noise 


and the haste, and remember 


what peace there may be in 
silence. As far as possible, 
without surrender, be on good 
terms with all persons. They too 
have their story. 


"Avoid loud and aggressive 


persons for they are vexations to 
the spirit. If you compare 
yourself with others, you may 
become vain and bitter. For 
always, there will be greater 
and lesser persons than your- 
self. 


"Enjoy your achievements as 


well as your plans. Keep in- 
terested in your career, however 
humble. It is a real possession in 
the changing fortunes of time. 


"Be yourself. Especially do 


not feign affection. Neither be 
cynical about love, for in the 
face of all adversity 
and 


disenchantment 
it 
is 
as 


perennial as the grass. 


"TAKE KINDLY the counsel 


of 
the 
years, 
gracefully 


surrendering the things of 
youth Nuture strength of spirit 
to shield 
you 
in 
sudden 


misfortune. But do not distress 
yourself with imaginings. Many 
fears are born of fatigue and 
loneliness. 


"Beyond 
a 
wholesome 


discipline, 
be gentle 
with 


yourself. You are a child of the 
universe no less than the trees 
and the stars. You have a right 
to be here. And whether or not it 
is clear to you, no doubt the 
universe is unfolding as it 
should. 


"Therefore, be at peace with 


God, and whatever your labors 
and aspirations in the noisy 
confusion of life, keep peace 
with your soul 


"It is still a beautiful world " 


EHRMANN'S WORDS do have a 
comforting quality When one 
reflects on them he might find 
himself thinking that in spite of 
all the fears, trepidations and 
concerns of life, perhaps the 
universe — after all — is un- 
folding as it should. 


New Obstacles Seen 
To Prisoner Release 


PARIS (AP)— The Com- 


munists' new Vietnam peace 
package may have introduced 
new obstacles to the release of 
the hundreds of American 
prisoners held by Hanoi and the 
Viet Cong. 


It gives the Saigon govern- 


ment what is in effect a veto 
over any arrangement for 
release of the prisoners. 


The seven-point plan, sub- 


mitted to the Pans peace talks 
Thursday by Viet Cong Foreign 


Minister Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, 
appears to meet the major 
American demands concerning 
the prisoners 


There was no indication that 


Saigon was prepared to let these 
men loose in South Vietnam's 
cities and villages at a time 
when its defensive posture 
would be weakened by an 
American withdrawal 


But the new Communist offer 


on prisoners may be difficult for 
President Nixon to reject.

World News In Brief 


SPACE DEATH CAUSE 


MOSCOW (AP)— A fatal loss 


of pressure through a tiny hole 
in the Soyuz II spaceship caused 
the deaths of the three Soviet 
Cosmonauts, Western Com- 
munist sources report. 


The sources, who could not be 


identified, said Friday night the 
hole developed m the craft's 
landing cabin when it separated 
from the Soyuz orbital com- 
partment. They said the hole 
was enlarged when the craft's 
braking rockets were fired just 
before the three began their 
descent into the earth's at- 
mosphere Wednesday. 


The larger hole caused a 


sudden depressurization in the 
cosmonauts cabin and a rise in 
blood pressure that amounted to 
"an explosion of blood to the 
brain," the sources said. 


They said those findings were 


made by a Soviet government 
medical team Friday following 
a two-day inquest into the space 
deaths.

(AP)— 
Vice 


President Nguyen Cao Ky said 
today he sees no obstacles on the 
South Vietnamese side to the 
new Communist peace proposal 
that all U.S troops be with- 
drawn from the country by the 
end of this year.

Nixon's national security ad- 
viser, met with top U.S. officials 
to reportedly map plans for

review of Indochina policy. 


President Nguyen Van Thieu, 


meanwhile, told newsmen that 
total American withdrawal by 
the end of the year is something 
that the United States and South 
Vietnamese governments "must 
discuss together." He said he 
would confer with Kissinger 
Sunday on the rate of U.S. troop 
reductions.

Reagan vetoed a record $503 6 
milhon today from the $730 
billion 
state 
budget 
the 


democrat-dominated legislature 
sent him Friday and then signed 
it into law. 


The new budget, as scaled 


down by Reagan is $6 79 billion. 


"The deed is done," the 


Republican governor said as he 
signed the budget at 9.22 a.m. 
with a giant pen— symbolic of 


the size of the spending plan 


The budget still is $500 million 


bigger than the austerity plan 
he sent to the legislature back in 
February and will need a tax 
increase that big to balance it 
unless there are savings from 
welfare and Medi-Cal reform, 
Reagan said 


As expected, he cut out salary 


increases for state employes, a 
big increase in Medi-Cal funds 
the legislature added, 
more 


funds for 
the 
University of 


California and the State Colleges 
and scores of other items. 


Without the tax and welfare 


reforms Reagan insists on. "the 
legislature will be forced to 
raise taxes m the neighborhood 
of $500 million " 


He said he will meet with 


Democratic leaders of the 
legislature next week "to see if 
we can agree to retorm we'fare 
and Medi-Cal "

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Persistent Face Flies 
—Back In Force

If they are on your stock you'll 


not be able to miss them. While 
face flies look similar 
to 


houseflies their habits are 
distinctive — they infest the 
eyes and" nostrils and'are very 
persistent. Face flies feed on the 
secretions from the eyes and 
nose and return immediately 
when scared away. In fact, they 
will really pester humans that 
are around the livestock. 


Face flies gather on cattle, 


horses and openfaced sheep. 
They are slightly larger and 
more robust than houseflies. 
The abdomen of the female face 
fly is silvery black while the 
housefly's abdomen is usually 
yellowish on the sides. 


Face flies prefer open sunlight 


and do not like to stay in barns 
or heavy shade. This is not to 
say that some of these flies will 
not penetrate heavy shade or 
buildings. 


Face flies must be treated 


repeatedly for any kind of ef- 
fective control. This is possible 
for some horses and dairy cattle 
but control on beef cattle is very 
difficult. 


Face smears or manual 


dusting are 
effective 
where 


livestock can be handled daily or 
every two days but for beef 
cattle, dustbags are still the only 
method we can recommend for 
some measure of control. 


If you see face flies on your 


stock—begin control measures 
right away. Face flies reduce 
gains and spread pinkeye and 
other eye infections. It's worth 
the effort to try and reduce face 
fly populations. Dustbag tips: 


The best fly control will be 


realized where cattle use the 
bags every day — especially for 
face flies. This may mean 
putting the bags around water, 
salt or in gates where the cattle 
must use them. Even on open 
range cattle can learn to use 
dustbags when placed near 
waterholes, salt boxes or on a 
well used trail. 


Height placement is very 


important Don't hang bags too 
high. Experiment with your 
cattle until they are using the 
bags freely and easily. 


Where cows and calves are 


together, try a series of low 
hanging bags. Cows can get used 
to these, work their faces into 
the bags and walk between. 
Calves can get to the bags also. 


For treating calves some 


cattlemen try a "creep-like" 
pen that only calves can get into. 
Place bags inside pen or in the 
opening where calves pass 
through. 


Reinforcing: if you make your 


own bags you'll be ahead to 
reinforce the attachment points. 
Any tough material will do. If 
you buy dustbags, demand 
reinforcing at the attachment 
points even if it costs more. 
They'll last longer. 


Liners: 
Some 
burlap 


materials after a few days or 
weeks use may allow too much 
dust to pass through. A liner or 
bag of finer weave material 
(such as sugar or seed sacks) 
placed inside the bag will help. 
(They can be easily sewn to size 
on a home machine.) 


Horned cattle: Cattle with 


horns will always be harder on 
dustbags but here are three 
things you can try. 


(1) Try using a single at- 


tachment or free swinging bag 
that give way when cattle use 
them. These bags can be hung 
from tree limbs too. 


(2) Hang a 15-ounce tent 


canvas flap over the dustbag — 
use as a slap, not a complete bag 
of canvas. The bottom of the bag 
must still be exposed but the 
canvas will reduce 
damage 


from horns. 


(3) Attach the bags along the 


top so that horns cannot get 
between the bag and the pole or 
chain. 


Which is the best dust? The 


cheapest one that will do the job. 
Be sure the dustbags are being 
used before condemning the 
dust as being ineffective. 


Threat To Elm Trees 


Only a day's drive 
from 


Sacramento is a deadly plant 
disease capable of destroying all 
of California's beautiful 
elm 


trees, according to the State 
Department of Agriculture. 


Dutch elm disease, the culprit, 


has already destroyed most 
elms in the eastern, southern, 
and midwestern states. It is now 
spreading westward and in- 
fecting elm trees in Boise, 
Idaho. 


"Conditions are ripe for the 


spread of the 
destructive 


disease to California, which has

many thousands of mature elm 
trees, rated among the state's 
favorite shade trees," said C.G. 
Weigle, State Plant Pathologist. 


"The principal carrier of 


Dutch elm disease, the smaller 
European b?rk beetle, occurs in 
20 California counties. Once the 
disease is established on a few 
elm trees in the state, the bark 
beetles can quickly spread it 
statewide." 


Only the cooperation of the 


traveling public, the alertness of 
California's County Agricultural 
Commissioners, and the State 
Plant Quarantine inspectors 
manning border agricultural 
stations stand between the 
state's healthy elms and their 
destruction, Weigle said. 


A strict California quarantine 


prohibits the importation of all 
elms, including trees, plants, 
twigs, leaves, bark, roots, and 
cuttings, and any elm lumber or 
products made from elm wood 
wherein the bark was not 
removed.

Sacramento Valley orchardists 
thinking about replacing 
tree 


fruits with wine grapes. 


In the face of crowded fruit 


and nut markets, and with high 
prices currently being paid for 
wine grapes, more and more 
upper 
Sacramento 
Valley 


farmers have shown strong 
interest in switching grape 
vines. Inquiries, 
Kasimatis 


reported, have come from Yuba, 
Sutler, Butte, Colusa, Glenn, 
and Tehama Counties. 


"The markets do look good 


nmt/" Kasimstis noted "and 
there is little doubt that in 
general the deep orchard soils of 
the Peach Bowl are well suited 
for vineyards. But this is not the 
Napa Valley. It is classed as 
Region V; hot! You'll be com- 
peting with the San Joaquin 
Valley, 
where 
large 
new 


acreages also are going in." 


The wise grower's first con- 


sideration, he suggested, is to 
find a winery market — "who 
are you going to sell to?" — 
preferably backed by a con- 
tract. "Grape vines have a 30- 
year economic life, and a con- 
tract provides some insurance 


that the long-term investment in 
vineyard development will be 
protected," said Kasimatis 


The market affiliation will to 


an 
extent 
determine 
the 


varieties to be planted. Suitable 
ones for the area might be 
French Colombard and Chenin 
Blanc in the whites, and Ruby 
Cabernet and Barbera in the 
reds. While there's no doubt 
Thompson seedless can be 
grown in the area ffhey were 
originally 
grown 
in 
the 


Sacramento Valley, near here), 
Kasimatis advised staying away 
from this variety "Forty per 
cent of the state's acreage 
already is in Thompsons," he 
said. 


The grower's location and 


specific soil conditions will have 
bearing on planting needs. A 
history of oak root fungus or 
nematode problems can dictate 
a preplant 
fumigation. This 


could run up to $400 or more per 
acre, the UC specialist reported. 


"I would particularly advise 


using only clean wood — cer- 
tified planting materials — as 
the only way to avoid virus 
disease," 
Kasimatis 
said. 


"There is a shortage of these 
materials at the present time 
and this situation probably will 
continue for a number of years. 
But I urge you: Do not com- 
promise on planting stock!"

Pesticide Container Solution 


California agriculture is on its 


way to solving the serious 
problem of how to dispose of 
thousands of empty pesticide 
containers each year, but there 
is still a lot of work and research 
to be done. 


That is the word from Edward 


L. Dietz Jr., regional coor- 
dinator for

California 


Department of Agriculture 


Dietz paid tribute to the 40 


California 
counties 
which 


participated in a statewide 
cleanup of empty pesticide 
containers last March. He said, 
however, that this was a short 
term solution of a problem 


which requires a lo"3 term 
answer. 


"Stringent rules placed on 


disposal sites throughout the 
state greatly curtailed their use 
for pesticide refuse,'' Dietz said. 
"Early last December, the 
county 
agricultural com- 


missioners requested help in 
solving the disposal problem. 


"Following that request, State 


Director of Agriculture Jerry W. 
Fielder mobilized state efforts 
and the drive was conducted 
over a six-week period. 


"The very high degree of 


c o o p e r a t i o n 
b e t w e e n 


agribusiness organizations, 
state, regional and county 
agencies showed a common 
understanding of the urgent 
problem.

suggested by Kasimatis for a 
one-man operation, exclusive of 
seasonal pruning and harvesting 
needs, is 80 acres. And on the 
matter of labor, an important 
consideration to keep in mind is 
labor availability. "In labor, 
just as in markets, you'll 
probably be competing with the 
San Joaquin Valley, unless you 
can develop your own local labor 
force for vineyard operations," 
he said. 


The decision of whether or not 


to plant grapes always conies 
back to economics, Kasimatis 
said. Sacramento 
Valley or- 


chardists must weigh costs of 
land, water, taxes, and labor 
against those of the San Joaquin, 
where growers already are 
geared to wine grape production 
and where production potential 
is a known factor. 


Wine quality is definitely an 


unknown factor for the upper 
valley, Kasimatis said. "The 
University has been gathering 
information and evaluating 
wines made from the various 
districts in the state since the 
1880's. But we have no recent 
information 
regarding 
the 


Sacramento Valley. 


"This is important," he ad- 


ded, "because in recent years 
there have been many changes 
in 
growing 
practices, 
in 


winemaking, and in certified 
planting stock.

Surplus U.S. Butter Released 
For Export To Meet Shortage 


WASHINGTON (AP— The 


Agriculture Department an- 
nounced today the release of 
government-owned 
surplus 


butter for unrestricted export to 
meet a shortage in most con- 
suming nations. 


The price to exporters han- 


dling the sales overseas is 50 
cents a pound at the port of 
shipment. 


This is the same price set for 


butter exports to the United 
Kingdom since May 12. About 12 
million pounds of American 
butter have been sold under that 
limited program. 


The Commodity Credit Cor- 


poration holds about 168 million 


pounds of butter which it 
acquired under the dairy price 
support program at 63 cents a 
pound since last April l, and at 
70 cents a pound before that 
date. 


This means the cut rate export 


price represents a loss of from 
18 cents to 20 cents a pound to 
the 
government 
and 
the 


American taxpayers. 


The department said the 


worldwide export program is 
temporary. Heretofore, the 
government has been using 
some of its butter surplus for 
donations to the school lunch 
program and to welfare in- 
stitutions. In some years past, 


exports have been authorized to 
meet world supply conditions. 


Butter exported to Great 


Britain since May 12 has been 
retailing there at from 70 cents 
to 75 cents a pound. Retail butter 
prices in American stores now 
range between .85 cents and 90 
cents a pound. 


The Minneapolis Commodity 


Office 
of the Agricultural 


Stabilization and Conservation 
Service will accept bids from 
prospective exporters through 
next Tuesday, July 6. 


There was no estimate of the 


amount of butter that will be 
exported. 


Director Of Agriculture Says 
Pest Control, Ecology Linked 


"Pest control and ecology go 


hand in hand," 
California 


Director of Agriculture Jerry W. 
Fielder declared in a talk at the 
55th annual meeting of the 
Pacific Branch, Entomological 
Society of America held in 
Sacramento. 


Addressing some 400 en- 


tomologists at the meeting, 
Fielder pointed out that, "Those 
of us who are involved in pest 
control know that this activity is 
aimed directly at protecting and 
improving those elements in the 
environment that are most 
important to mankind." 


He noted that there is an 


"encouraging and long over- 
due" current public awareness 
of pollution problems. 


"People ought to be concerned 


about the cleanliness and the 
beauty of the world we live in," 
he said. "And surely there is 
room for improvement in the 
quality of the air, water and land 
on which we all depend. 


"But there is also a disturbing 


tendency toward 'overkill" in 
the approach of many of the 
individuals and organizations 
that have sprung up to take 
arms 
in the battle against 


pollution. To them, ecology is 
not a science — it is almost a 
religion, 
to 
be 
practiced 


devoutly and, in too many cases, 
emotionally and irrationally." 


Fielder commented that many 


of America's key industries 


have been subjected to attack as 
despoilers of the environment, 
and that agriculture has come in 
for its share of complaint. 


The major accusation against 


agriculture, he said, has been 
that pesticides are destroying 
the balance of nature and are a 
hazard to men, to wildlife, and to 
the environment generally. 


"What 
the opponents of 


chemical pest control ignore is 
that the Nature of which they 
speak so reverently can be cruel 
as well as bountiful," he said. 


"For 
thousands of years 


mankind has been plagued by 
harmful insects, rodents, fungi, 


bacteria and other enemies — 
entirely natural enemies — that 
have caused disease, starvation 
and disaster. 


Man's ability to survive and 


prosper in the face of these 
natural calamities is due to his 
intelligence and his ability to 
devise controls over the pests 
that compete with him for food 
and the other necessities of 
life."

streak and won for the first time 
since May 14. Part of that 
stretch 
was spent on the 


disabled list. 


Elsewhere 
in the National 


League, Los Angeles trounced 
San Diego 5-2, Atlanta nipped 
the New York Mets 3-2, Pitt- 
sburgh whipped the Chicago 
Cubs 5-1, Houston edged Cin- 
cinnati 3-2 and Montreal downed 
Philadelphia 
4-2 with 
the 


Phillies taking the nightcap 8-4.

Gibson's triumph was his 


ninth straight over the Giants

Alou and Jose Cruz off Steve 
Stone tied the score in the 
fourth. 


The Cards snapped the tie and 


chased Stone with three runs in 
the fifth. Gerry McNertney 
doubled, Dal Maxvill singled 
him home and Gibson also 
singled. The second run scored 
on Lou Brock's double play 
grounder and the third on a pair 
of walks and Joe Torre's single. 
Alou and Cruz hit successive 
sacrifice flies in the seventh.

lead in the NL West to 5% games 
over Los Angeles. 


Bill Buckner drove in five runs 


with his third homer and three 
singles to pace the Dodgers over 
the Padres. Willie Crawford also 
homered and rookie Doyle 
Alexander posted his first major 
league victory, scattering 12 
hits, including a pair of run- 
scoring doubles by Clarence 
Gaston.

a two-run homer in the second 
inning.

at Chicago with seven im- 
pressive innings of pitching. 


Clark had a no-hitter Friday 


night for 6 2-3 innings, until

spell. Oakland's other hit was an 
infield dribbler by Rick Monday 
in the eighth. 


"He had the best curve ball 


I've seen over nine innings all 
year," said Lefty Phillips, Angel 
manager. "He'll be a regular 
member of our pitching rotation 
from now on." 


Clark, who struck out eight 


and walked three, said, "Maybe 
it's my diet." 


He started the day with a 


yogurt milkshake, some wheat 
germ and some protein powder.

WIMBLEDON, 
England 


(AP)—Evonne Goolagong is 19 
years old, shy, brown-skinned, 
sunny-tempered, an Australian 
aborigine. She is also a Wim- 
bledon champion. 


Despite her tender age, Miss 


Goolagong had little trouble 
defeating the two women who 
had dominated tennis in recent 
years, Billie Jean King and 
Margaret Court, to win the 
women's singles crown at 
Wimbledon. 


In Wednesday's semi-finals, 


Miss Goolagong upset Mrs. King 
in straight sets, 6-4, 6-4. Then, in 
the first all-Australian women's 
final Friday, she upended the 
top-seeded Mrs. Court, also in 
straight sets, 6-4, 6-1. 


At 19 years, 11 months, she is 


the 
youngest 
Wimbledon 


champion since Brazil's Maria 
Bueno won her first title in 1959 
at 19 years, 8 months. 


Center court at Wimbledon is 


a long ways from Barellan, the 
settlement of sheep raisers 
about 400 miles south of Sydney 
where Miss Goolagong was born 
and where her family still lives. 


Many Aborigines still live as 


nomads in the Great Outback, 
Australia's 
vast 
inland 


wilderness. Some have settled in 
cities, while others live on the 
outskirts of small towns like 
Barellan, 
where 
Evonne's 


father is a sheep-shearer. 


Evonne was "discovered* 


when visitors from Sydney 
happened to see her playing on 
Barellan's one tennis court. She 
was 9 at the time. 


At age 11 she was brought to 


Sydney for intensive coaching 
under veteran Vic Edwards. 
Two years later Edwards 
convinced Evonne's parents to 
allow him to adopt her as a 
member of his family. 


Since then, under Edwards' 


steady tutelage, Evonne has 
improved steadily. For the past 
year, Edwards has predicted 
Miss Goolagong would win at 
Wimbledon by 1974. 


"I never thought whe would 


win Wimbledon as soon as this," 
Edwards said. 'I still say 1974 is 
when she will realize her full 
potenuai. sne will make a lot of 
progress yet." 


Her youthful innocence may 


have been one of Evonne's 
biggest weapons at Wimbledon. 
It never crossed her mind that a 
19-year-old kid wasn't supposed 
to beat people like Mrs. King 
and Mrs. Court. 


Miss Goolagong told newsmen 


she was nervous before her 
match with Mrs. Court—but 
only briefly. "As soon as I got 
out there I forgot my nerves and 
started playing," Evonne said. 


Miss Goolagong 
will be 


competing in a few tour- 
naments, 
including 
the 


Canadian Open in Toronto, 
before going home to Australia, 
according to Edwards. But as of 
now, she will not be playing in 
the U.S. Open at Forest Hills. 


"I decided it would be too 


much for her to go on to the 
United States this time," Ed- 
wards explained. "She'll be 
there next year."
